The beautiful images of the Revolutionary War flags arrived. 

The one with the beaver is copied from the face of the $6 Continental Currency bill 
authorized at the May 10, 1775 Session of the Continental Congress in 

Philadelphia. The emblem and motto were suggested by Benjamin Franklin using the 
motto PERSEVERANDO which means "By perseverance" and was taken by Franklin 
from a book in his library, namely the 1702 Mainz edition of SYMBOLORUM AC 
EMBLEMATUM ETHICO - POLITICORAM by Joachim Camerarius. The beaver and 
tree design is rearranged somewhat by the flag artist. The meaning was to show that the 
American Revolution would be won by long steady work just as the beaver takes a long 
time to chew away at a tree to fell it in order to build a dam for the family home.

Currency money. | have to do some Latin work but have only one emblem and motto 
book readily available. If you or one of your experts can have the Latin expanded 

and translated for me that would help me greatly.
